NIRS, KEPPEL AND 
ALEXANDRA MEET 
AT EDWARD'S BIER 


Queen Comes Upon Favorite 
at the Threshold of the 
Death Chamber.

LONDON, May 14.—The history of the 
royal house of England contains no 
more dramatic incident than that at 
Buckingham palace on Monday, when 
the widowed Queen Alexandra and Mrs. 
Keppel met at the threshold of King 
Edward’s death chamber. 

That afternoon, at an hour when the 
Queen is accustomed to rest in her 
apartments, Mrs. Keppel went to Buck- 
ingham palace to look her last on the 
face of the sovereign who had so great- 
ly favored her. For a long time she had 
had the entree to the palace. She went 
upstairs and requested the official on 
duty to conduct her to the death cham- 
ber. 

As they neared it, the door: of Alex- 
andra’s apartments at the further end 
of the corridor opened and the widowed 
Queen advanced toward the room where 


her consort’s body lies. She stood stock 
still, and as Alexandra approached; 
Mrs. Keppel .eourtesied deeply and in 
a faltering voice said: 

“I suppose this is the last time I 


{shall have the honor of seeing you, 


Madame.’’ 
The Queen, recognizing her beneath 
the deep crepe veil, showed neither sur- 
prise nor resentment, but answered 
with great dignity: 
“Why not? Are not. the 
friends always my friends?” 
Follows Queen te_ Bier. 
Mrs. Keppei, overcome by this noble 
attitude,’ courtesied again more deeply 
than before, and the Queen motioned 
her to.follow into the death chambeer. 
There the two women stood gazing on 
the face of the dead King for some 
minutes, Mrs. Keppel weeping quietly. 
Then Queen Alexandra led the way 
from the room and they -parted. 
For many years King Edward never 
dined at Buckingham Palace except 
when official reasons compelled. Every 
night when in London he dined out at 
some friend’s house and always” met 
Mrs. Keppel. He used to say that 
when his work was finished he was 
entitled to some change of scene. 
During his last illness Mrs. Keppel 
went to the palace three times daily, 
remaining for a considerable time. She 
had not long left the palace on Thurs- 
day when Queen Alexandra arrived 
from the Continent. Mrs. Keppel saw 
the King even as late as Friday after- 
noon, accompanied by Sir Ernest Cas- 
sel.

His wife, who was Miss Anna M. Mo- 
Clure, a society belle of Cleveland, O., 
was downstairs at breakfast with Gar- 
rison and his wife. Samuels arose from 
the bed to which he had been confined 
for six months, went into the bathroom 
and shot himself. His wife was at his 
side a moment later and-Dr. M. A. Bliss 
of 4929 Lotus avenue was summoned. 
He said that death was almost instan- 
taneous. 

Had Exhausted Nervous Energy. 

Neurologists who were treating him 
had informed Samuels that he would 
eventually recover, but it might be 
three years before he could replenish 
the reservoirs of energy which he had 


sapped in the cause of ambition. 
Samuels began at the bottom in the

one of Andrew Carnegie’s foundries, 
when he was 0 years old. - By des- |

Mrs. Logan O. Swope said that Dr. 
Hyde told her, just before Col. Swope 
died, that the millionaire was contem- 
pluting a change in his will, whereby

charity, instead: of to the heirs, of 
whom Mrs. Hyde was one. One after

Then Hyde’s experts took the stand, 
an: sought to cast discredit upon the 
processes by which the toxicologists for 
the State had said they found po-son 
in the viscera. One man testified that 
Col. Swope was about to die, anybow, 
and knew he couldn’t live more than 
s week. And.as a climax Mrs. Hyile 
and husband testified. 

Point’ by point Mrs. Hyde contre- 
dicted the testimony of those who had 
taker the stand for ‘he State. Her 
husband couldn’t have told Mrs. Swope 
he knew the terms of Col. Swopc's 
will, she declared, because he wasn't at 
the Swope home that day. She was 
present when Moss Hunton was bled. 
It was she and not Dr. Hyde whe 
suguested that he ought to be male 
au executor of the estate. It was not 
true that he had given a capsule ‘to 
Nurse Kellar for Col. Swope. 

Dr. Hyde still was smiling, and his 
eyes were triumphant while his wife 
sought to vindicate him. He _ seeemd, 
somewhat nervous when he took the 
stand, but his nasal voice was, un- 
troubled while he explained, in.reply 
to Walsh's questions, his purchase of 
cyanide. He bought it to kill bugs— 
not dogs, he said. The soiled towels 
in his office attracted roaches, and 
he sprinkled cyanide on.them to kill 
the insects. He bought it in capsules, 
he said, because it was convenient to 
open them and sprinkle the powder 
on the towels; and because the vola- 
tile drug did not evaporate when kept 
in that way. 

Defendant Squirms on Stand. 

It was then Prosecuting Attorney 
Conkling began a rapid-fire of ques- 
tions about the cyanide of potassium, 
and the purchase Dr. Hyde made of 
typhoid bacilli—with which, it is 
charged, he poisoned the drinking 
water in the Swope home—that Dr. 
Hyde’s composure left him, and deep 
lines came into his face, as if by a 
stage trick, 

He was pallid and uneasy during the 
cross-examination. He squirmed in his 
chair and fumbled with-long, thin fin- 
gers at his glesses and his lips. His 
voice became husky and broke into 
queer high notes. He couldn’t remem- 
ber. He was unable .. -~...-... even 
the name of any drug store at which he 
had traded, beside irecklein’s. 

The. smile did not return to Hyde's 
face thereafter. During the arguments 
his light blue eyes searc..cu one juror’s 
face after another, anxiously and appre- 
hensively. His face was haggard, and 
he did not attempt to conceal his un- 
easiness. And his wife, reflecting his 
uneasiness, drooped like a rose in bloom, 
while in Mrs. Swope’s sad face there 
was mingle’ pity and triumph.

After passing a bill requiring the Mis- 
souri Pacific, Frisco and Wabash rail- 
roads-and the Terminal Association to 
bridge their tracks at Compton avenue 
and bear the damages to abutting prop- 
erty, the Council has receded from its 
position and now asks the House of 
Delegates to let the measure die in com- 
mittee. 

Another bill, assessing against the 
city damages done to all the abutting 
property, except that owned or leased 
by the railroads, will be drawn by the 
Board of Public Improvements and sub- 
rnitted to the Assembly within the next 
li; days. This provision will be identical 
with that contained in the Terminal As- 
sociation’s bill for the vacation of: 
streets in the Ranken tract. 

President Carl R. Gray of the Frisco 
told. Councilman Espenschied that if 
the city would pay the damages to 
property not owned or leased by the 
railroads the viaduct at Compton ave- 
Lue would be built within'a year. The 
sum chargeable to the city, if the pro-' 
posal of the railroads is accepted, will 
be not more than $2000, it is contended. 

The railroads, however, hold that the 
imposition of the damages on them 
would be tantamount to recognizing the 
rrinciple that they should assume this 
expense elsewhere, and they are un- 
willing to establish a precedent. 

Under the bill now about to be killed 
in the House of Delegates, the rail- 
roads would have had to build the via- 
duct at their own expense, and in ad- 
dition settle all claims for injury done 
to property along Compton avenue from 
Chouteau avenue to Scott avenue. The 
cost of the bridge will be about $800,000.

JAPANESE HIDES UNDER PARK 
PAVILION, ESCAPES POSSEMEN 


Suspected of Murdering Denver 
Woman, Trail Leads to Camp 


of Countrymen. 


LYONS, Colo., May 14.—That Genkyo 
Mitisunga, the Japanese suspected of 
having murdered Mrs. Catherine Wilson 
in Denver, spent all of yesterday” cow- 
¢ring beneath a pavilion in a pleas- 
ure park on the outskirts of Lyons with 
sheriffs and possemen‘and Denver de- 
tectives passing back and forth near his 
hiding place, was the startling discov- 
ery made by pursuing officials last 
night. 

Peelings of bananas, an empty can of 
beans, an empty milk bottle, a Japanese 
newspaper, a Japanese napkin and a 
copy of a Denver paper, opened on the 
page containing the account of the pur- 
suit of Mitisunga, were found. It is 
also believed that Mitisunga’s injured 
hands | were dressed here by a Japanese 
ecntract surgeon who was missing from 
his home throughout the day. 

Following the trail of the footsteps 
leading away from the pavilion, officers 
came upon tracks of horses, going in 
the direction of a@ grading camp, 2% 
miles west of Lyons, where several] hun- 
dred Japanese are employed. The theory 
is that countrymen of Fitisunga pro- 
vided a mount upon which he escaped to 
the grading camp.

FLORIDA WATER 
AILLS SKIPPER OF 
THE KING GEORGE 


Ship Is Wrecked in South 
Seas and Captain and His 
Kanaka Die of Drink. 


By Lease@qd Wire From the New York 
Bureau cf the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, May 14.—The first de- 
tails of how the fine three-masted ship 
King George of the Anglo-American Oil 
Co., British correspondents of the 
Standard, was thrown away through in- 
dulgence in Florida water and other 
beverages, was told by a sailor appren- 
tice, Albert Owens, of the crew of the 
four-masted bark Lyndhurst of the same 
company, which arrived today from 
Hongkong. 

On the night of Nov 23, shortly after 
passing Anjer Point into the Straits 
of Sunda, the King George was struck 
by a squall. The following evening, 
Nov. 24, the vessel went ashore. The 
night was clear, the wind heavy and the 
surf too high to permit of the launch- 
ing of a lifeboat: 

Owens, the apprentice, and six others 
swam ashore. Friendly natives of Java‘ 
kept them in their village overnight, and 
the next day Owens and his shipmates 
were taken back to the stranded vessel. 

On information borne to Anjer by the 
natives the cutter Java put out for the 
King George and the 30 officers and 
men on board all returned on the Java 
with the exception of Capt. Jeffrey, his 
Kanaka, the carpenter, the sailmaker 
and the bo’s’n, who remained on board. 
The rescued ones were landed by the 
cutter at Batavia. 

When the men left there was still a 
supply of whisky on the wreck. A few 
days lates on its way back to the wreck 
the cutter met the carpenter, the bo’sn 
and the sailmaker labqriously pulling at 
the oars of one of the King George's 
lifeboats. 
bodies of the Captain and the Kanaka, 
wrapped in gunny sacks and matting. 

The sailmaker said the liquor left 
aboard had Jasted the skipper and his 
servant only two days after the others 
quit. Nothing was left to drink but 
the four bottles of Florida water. Capt. 
Jeffrey and the cabin boy drank these. 
Four hours after taking his last drink 
of Florida water the Kanaka died. The 
Captain died 18 hours after his last 


drink.

The commission is to consist of 21 members, 
including the President of the City Council, the 
Speaker of the House, the President of the Board 
of Improvements, the Street Commissioner and 
the Park Commissioner. Its functions cover a 
large and important field. Its. duties are to in- 
vestigate and plan for the improvement of the 
physical conditions in St. Louis; to prepare a 
comprehensive plan of betterment, including the 
river front, extension of streets, Union Station 
surroundings, rapid transit, playgrounds and 
boulevards and location of public buildings. It 
is also to suggest State and municipal legislation 
necessary to carry out plans for municipal im- 
provements. 

St. Louis is in the crisis of larger development 
now and a comprehensive, satisfactory plan is 
requisite to accomplish the best results. There 
is a special need for a commission of this es 
at this time, because there is a movement af 

to utilize the legislative act recently passed pro- 
viding for the creation of public reservation 
districts for improvement purposes. Under this 
act the city and county can join by a vote in 
creating the district and authorizing improve- 
ments under a board to be appointed by the 
Governor. The city and county jointly bears 
the expense, A petition is now circulating for 
the submission of the proposal to create a reserva- 
tion district of the city and a large part of the 
county for the purpose of creating a joint park 
and boulevard system. 

Should this proposal carry this autumn, as it 
should, the City Plan Commission will be neces- 
sary to harmonize the plang for city improve- 
ments with those for the joint reservation. St. 
Louis can. then be put upon a basis of develop- 
ment which will require only annual installments 
of labor and money to realize the best municipal 
conditions and the city beautiful. 
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Recently compiled statistics show that 76 per 
cent of the farms in New York are worked by 
their owners, while in Missouri the percentage is 
only 69 per cent. It will be seen we have large 
room for improver‘ent. 





THE ART OF RATE MAKING. 
All the world is familiar with the claim of rail- 
road men that rate-making is a task of such com- 
plexity that no layman can ever hope to under- 
stand it. It is solely for that‘reasen railroad ex- 
perts, magnates and attorneys object to all and 
every attempt at rate investigation by outsiders. 
Therefore, more than ordinary interest attaches 
to those portions of the debate in Congress on 
the railroad bill, which disclose some of the inner 
mysteries of rate-making. These are at once 
enterit and instructive. They show why 
there is :ailk in a cocoanut, even if they do not 
account for the hair on the outside. 
A few instances culled from the voluminous 
columns of the Congressional Record will suffice 
to show the nature of the art. A.man in Cali- 
fornia wished to ship hay to San Dicgo. The local 
agent could not give a rate, but teiegraphed to 
headquarters. The answer came back in the 
question: “What is the price of hay in San 
Diego?” When the information was given, the 
rate was fixed. In Dakota a stock-raiser, wished 
to ship a number of horses. “What are you get- 
ting for them?” asked the agent. “That is none 
of your business,” said the shipper. “Then you 
cannot have the cars,” said the agent. 2 The ship- 
per told the price. Then the agent said: “Your 
profit is so much; our rate will be so much.” It 
was just half the expected profit. In another 
case @ man arranged to send wool to San Fran- 
cisco by vessel. The railroad heard of it and said 
to the owners of the vessel: “If you take that 
wool at the rate you have contrac‘e4 for, we will 
not deliver your company another pound of 
freight at any time.” The company canceled the 
contract.

Munsterberg Demonstrates 
Psychologic Method With 
Girls as Subjects: 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May 14—Prof. 
Hugo Munsterberg gave a remarkable 
demonstration of his psychologica' 
method of detecting crime before the 
class of philosophy in Radcliffe Col- 
lege, the feminine annex to Harvard. 
Taking three girl volunteers as subjects, 
the .professor proved that, no matter 
how they attempted to evade him, he 
could read their minds, or rather their 
actions as manifestations of what was 
in their minds. 

Besides demonstrating his own theory, 
Frof. Munsterberg proved that he has 
sclved the problem of reading a wom- 
an’s mind, and that in future the 
thoughts of the wife will be an open 
book to the husband. 

The three girls whe submitted to the 
test are Helen Thayer of the class of 
1911, Ruby Hobb, a senior, and Miss 
Beaton of the class of 1912. The pro- 
fessor told the class that he had sev- 
eral clippings from a morning paper on 
everyday subjects. He would have the 
three girls draw each a clipping in such 
a way that he would not see the draw- 
ing. Then he would find out from them 
what clippings they had. 5 

The condition the Professor imposed 
was that when he said a word the girl 
spoken to should within a second say 
some ether word brought into her mind. 
Prof. Munsterberg asked éach of the 
girls to try and deceive him as to 
which clipping she had, just as a crim- 
inal would try to mislead him in trying 
to detect what crime he had committed. 

The Professor shot several words at 
random at the first girl and she an- 
swered back. as quickly with any word 
that came into her head. When.a word 
connected prominently with the clipping 
was sprung, however, there was a sig- 
nificant pause, for the first thought in- 
jected into the girl’s mind was the clip- 
ping and she instantly exposed that be- 
fore she was able to think up some- 
thing with which to mislead Munster- 
berg.
